Can he, in turn, by 
reason of their quality, sell them at rela- 
tively higher prices, making more profit, and 
give better satisfaction to the consumer?

Experienced sailors tell us that the plan is not feasible 
because there is not sufficient room aboard a steamer for an exposition such as 
planned; that the exhibits cannot be properly fastened to stand the buffeting that 
they are likely to be exposed to on the ocean, without requiring much more space 
than is ever available aboard a steamship, and furthermore, that in many of the 
ports to be visited there is no anchorage near enough to the pier to make it feasible 
to hold the ship, which would have to anchor perhaps two or three miles away from 
the shore and ies visitors on board in launches. To anchor a heavy ship at sea in 
all weathers is decidedly difficult and to display and inspect a large and varied line 
of goods under such conditions would require some fortitude on the part of visitors 
as well as exhibitors. 

To make any sort of a display of goods it would have to be held upon the 
decks or in the cabins where the space is very restricted. The hold of a ship, no 
matter how large, is always stuffy and always dark. It would have to be artificially 
lighted, and if stairways were put in they would take up at least one-third of the 
space available.

Postal cards for replies were sent, and 
the agent reports that the letters had been 
out only a day or two when a wealthy 
woman presented the card at the store, 
bought two bookcase stacks and arranged 
for a salesman to call and make measure- 
ments to install more at her home. And 
of course there were others, 

The same concern, J. K. Gill Company of 
Portland, Ore., sent circulars to attorneys 
a short time ago. Their advertising man- 
ager writes: “The total cost to us of this 
little campaign was $80.11, including print- 
ing, postage and clerical work. Up to this 
time we have traced in direct results $1,444 
business.” 

That’s what good advertising does when 
backed by a proper follow-up system.

DEVICE TO SECURE PRIVACY AT 
PHONES. 

The Kracker telephone muffler illustrated 
below is claimed to achieve the object of 
securing privacy to telephone conversations 
so far as persons in the same room are con 
cerned The Kracker muffler is claimed to 
give advantages of a soundproof telephone 
booth without the disadvantages of such a 
cumbersome appliance and at a cost which 
is practically nothing as compared with a 
built in telephone booth. It is claimed for 
this device that it embodies the correct 
principle for annihilating sound. The user 
talks into his Kracker muffler in his nat

almost inaudible and quite unintelligible to 
all save the person to whom he is tele 
phoning. When the ice is thrown into 
the muffler, the sound waves together with 
the air, go forward, strike the celluloid 
telephone disc, rebound and are then car 
ried through a spiral coil of aluminum rig 
idly attached to the outer case of the device 
so as to prevent vibration.

H. S. McCormack, president ot t Busi 
ness Bourse of New York city, ir n ad 
dress before the Technical Publi , 
ciation of New York city, recently, made 
telling argument against the utter: ste 
going on in offices, business concerns, banks 
and factories. While Mr. McCormack made 
special reference to the waste existing in 
offices of advertising men, where deta are 
not carefully nor, in many cases, even 
slightly, looked after, the chief points of 
his address may apply to any conce: ind 
they also show to what extent ofh levices 
are saving many dollars, much itr and 
promoting larger efficiency. 

If what Louis Brandeis, the Bost LW 
ver, said concerning the waste xisting 
among the railroads of the country rue 
it may be concluded that there is room still 
for improvement in general business es 

Mr. McCormack’s talk brought that 
much of what is called “system” is not sys- 
tem at all, but loose, sadly disjointed and 
largely misapplied methods of arriving at a 
definite result which should otherwise be 
quickly and economically determined 

He said that in nearly every b f 
fice great care is exercised at nt 
but other points are neglected In one 
office,” he declared, “I found a clerk ruling 


up a sheet of paper, for use in 
certain report. I found that the price of 
these sheets ruled, together with the time 
used in ruling them by hand, made them 
cost $45 a thousand. The price of ruled 
sheets was $10 a thousand. It was 


a custom and nobody was watching to stop 
the waste.” 

“In another office,” he continued found 
seven girls making out forms. The arrange 
ment of the forms did not permit of the 
use of the tabular stops and the distance 
between the lines did not conform to type 
writer line spacing.

BIG WASTE IN LEAD PENCILS. 

More than 13,000,000 feet of lumber, in 
the form of lead pencils, is declared by 
Prof. E. C. Haller, of the botany depart- 
ment of Central High School, Kansas City, 
to be wasted every year. His point is that 
pencils are not fully used, that there is gross 
carelessness in casting aside a pencil that | 
is considered too short.

“Seventy-three million feet of lumber is 
used in the manufacture of pencils every 
year in the United States.
